In the season of 1923 
all the settlers had from one-third to 
one-half of their acreage under cultiv- 
ation--in one case 140 acres—although 
none-of the land was broken when he 
district was opened, Buildings have 
heen erected, farms fenced and ‘other 
improvements completed. The district 
has a school house and. roadwork has 


been done. There is a Dominion Goy- - 


ernment Stock Association. in the dis- 
trict and the supervisor reporms a 
marked tendency towards mixed farm 
ing.
